The bonded debt will 
thus have been increased 01OOjOOOfiOO 
this year, the first increase since the close 
the war. The new loan is made neces- 
sary by the depleted gold reserve, the 
possibility of renewed exports -if gold to 
Europe, the unexpectedly large increase 
in the public expenditures under Secre- 
tary Carlisle's Administration and by 
the decline in income under the new 
Wilson-Gorman Tariff Act. The expen- 
ditures and receipts of the Government 
last month left a deficit of nearly $14,- 
000,000. 

The new Tariff Law has been a 
humiliating and startling failure thus 
fax as a revenue maker, and the Treas- 
ury experts are in a fog of uncertainty 
and dismay regarding Its future opera- 
tions.

MEDIATION. 

China Willing to Leave It to 
President Cleveland, 

t Up to a Late Hour Monday Night 
No Answer From Japan. 

It I* Said th* Mikado Dlstrnst* the Cleve- 
land Administration - The Japan* 
Government Telegraph* for Furthei 

Wabhinoton, Nov. 13.— The mlkako 
Is Mill reluctant to Intrant to the arbi- 
tration of the Cleveland administra- 
tion the successes which have been 
won by Japanese arms against the 
forces of China. Up to late hour Mon- 
day night no reply had been received 
from Japan at the state department to 
the president's offer to mediate the dis- 
pute between the two warring nations 
of the east. China is willing and anx- 
ious to. accept President Cleveland be 
an arbitrator. 

When Secretary Oresham, last Tues- 
day, at the suggestion of the president, 
cabled to Minister Denby at Pekin 
that this country would, if desired, ar- 
bitrate the difference over which blood 
is being shed, the response from the 
Chinese emperor was prompt and fa- 
vorable, indeed, it is understood that 
the earliest intimation was first given 
to Secretary Gresham by the Chinese 
minister in Washington that Interven- 
tion on the part of the United States 
would not be repulsed, and that Presi- 
dent Cleveland's offer was the direct 
result of this suggestion. 
The response from Japan to the similar 
oTer cabled to Minister Dunn, at To- 
ll io, was not so speedy. The Japanese 
pivernmcnt distrusts the Cleveland ad- 
ministration. 

The course of Secretary (iresham 
since the beginning of the difficulties 
with China has led the mikado to sus- 
pect that President Cleveland and his 
secretary of state are inclined to favor 
the Chinese interests, and to sympa- 
thize with the aspirations of Great 
Britain, which in this instance are sub- 
stantially identical with those of China. 
The Japanese government, therefore, 
telegraphed for further details and 
begged time to consider the proposi- 
tion before committing itself. 

It is believed here that, in spite of 
the delay, the reply of the Japanese 
government will be favorable. Al- 
though distrustful of the good will of 
President Cleveland, the mikado will 
probably prefer his mediation to the 
intervention of European powers, and 
unless peace is speedily declared in the 
Orient such armed interveution is al- 
most sure to come. 

Proposals huve been made to the 
United States, both by Great Hritain 
and France, that our government join 
the European powers in intervening, 
but these proposals have been declined. 
The Japanese and Chinese, however, 
understand that such negotiations are 
going on, and that in case of interven- 
tion on the part of European nations 
China is almost certain to lose portions 
of its territory to England. France and 
Russia, and Japan is not likely to come 
in for its share of the spoils of war. 

The basis of arbitration, it tettoaffht, 
will be the payment by Chiua to Japan 
of a solid indemnity, and Japan will 
also ask for the assured independence 
of Corea. These are the only conditions 
which Japan will exact, but she will 
not liBten to any proposition which 
does not include both. 

A Judge'. Idea of Train Rol.bery. 

St. Joskpic. Mo., Nov. 13.— The 
charge of conspiracy to rob a Hock 
Island train, to which I.ee Krir/.el Bad 
Fred Jones pleaded guilty .Monday 
morning, was held by the court to be a 
misdemeanor, and the prisoners were 
committed to jail for thirty days. Af- 
ter receiving their sentence the men 
admitted their connection with a gang 
which had been organized for train 
robbery, and that plans had been laid 
to rob one train just before they were 
caught. The leader of the gang, 
Newburger, is still at large. 

Wages to He Advanced. 

PrrTSBiKOH, Nov. 13. — An official of 
the Urown's Sons Co., owners of the 
Wayne Iron Works, is authority for 
the statement that next week the com- 
pany will make good its promise to its 
puddlers, who, when they accepted the 
reduction last winter, were promised 
that the cut would be succeeded by an 
advance as soon as the business of the 
company would permit it.
